JAPAN WANTS OIL. 
Big Dealer Comes to Arrange for im- 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—With 


tion of crude ofl from Calffornia to 
Japan, I. Legawa, director-general of 
the Nan Boku Oil Company, which is 
capitalized at $5,000,000. arrived here 
yesterday on the liner Tenyo Maru, to 
look into the output of the oil fields in 
this State.

Entrance of Drug in Form Suitable for 
Smoking le Prohibited by 
Government.

Confer at Sacramento on 
Pest War. 


Farmer Accused of Being 
Behind Times. 


Thrips Threaten Deciduous 
Orchards. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 1.—The thirty- 
fifth California Fruit Growers’ conven- 
tion met in this city today, under 
the adspices of the State Horticultural 
Committee. The attendance was not 
large. An opening address was made 
by J. W. Jeffrey, State Commissioner 
of Horticulture. He made the asser- 
tion that the farmer is not up-to-date 
in all the departments of his pursuit. 

The farmer has not considered it 
within his sphere to create, control or 
even influence his sel agencies. On 
the contrary the manufacturer has not 
neglected this most essentia!| matter. 
When the horticultufal and agricul- 
tural interests become self-sustaining 
the real prosperity of California will 
begin. 

The farmer has not created a de- 
mand for superior service in merchan- 
dising his crops. 

Mayor Clinton L. White made an ad- 
dress of welcome to the delegates. 
Gov. Gillett could not be present, so 
an address in behalf of the State was 
delivered by Justice N. P. Chipman of 
the Appellate Court. 

At 1:30 o'clock the delegates recon- 
vened. A. R. Sprague and George H. 
Cutler of this city were appointed vice-

“The Thrips, an Imminent Peril.“ a 
paper prepared by A. L. Quaintance, 
who ts in charge of the deciduous fruit 
insect investigation which is being 
carried on by the bureau of entomol- 
ogy.

(euthrips pyri) which have been gain- 
ing a strong foothold on the orchards 
throughout the State during the last 
few years.

GREAT AUTO TRACK. 

Ascot Park is probably the greatest 
motor car racetrack in the United 
States. The recent twenty-four hour 
race, held on the one-mile circular 
course, demonstrated its possibilities 
for track purposes. The world record 
for tires was made with the track in 
wretched shape. With the course im- 
preved, properly banked, and rolled, 
world records could be smashed. 

The track is 100 feet wide on the 
front and back stretches, giving am- 
ple room for two or three automobiles 
to pass, or to engage in a lively tilt 
for place. The curves are banked five 
feet high on the extreme outside edge 
and are eighty feet wide. The turns are 
much safer thar at Agricultural Park, 
where Barney Oldfield made several 
world records three years ago.

Political writers have been pointing out how 
much stronger the Democratic party is than its 
Presidential candidate, Mr. W. J. Bryan. They 


Is this clear ? Mr. Bryan’s opponents 
in 1904, but Judge Parker was a great 
weaker than Bryan. 

As to Gov. Johnson of Minnesota, his election 
shows absolutely nothing as to Democratic strength 
or weakness in that State. If it does, what about 
the Lieutenant-Governor, who was beaten by the 
Republican candidate by nearly 6000 votes? 

The election of John A. Johnson shows a good 
deal of Johnson strength, and still more Swede 
strength. Any Swede in Minnesota would run ahead 
of his ticket under any circumstances. But be- 
sides, Gov.

He would in any State where he is known run 
ahead of his ticket against any ordinary man.

In the next election, or the one after that, there 
may be a new alignment of voters.
